Lake. Plan Will Mot Despoil 
Natural Beauties of Lake 


WASHINGTON, June 29—Six bids 


were received by the reclamation ser- 
vice for the construction of an outlet, 
regulating works and bridge .a't the 
outlet of Lake Tahoe in connection 
with the Truckee and Carson "Valley 
irrigation project, and the secretary of 
the interior has awarded the contract 
to Edward Malley of San Francisco, 
whose bid of $32,200 was the lowest. 


Some misapprehension seems to exist 


in the minds of certain riparian owners 
as to the effect of these works on their 
property. 
The work as. outlined Is 


designed to utilize the . lake between 
high and low water levels, as they have 
been known to exist for many years, 
and the plans involve a regulation of 
the lake within a limit of" six 
feet, 


which is within a range of seven feet 
five inches, the natural fluctuation as 
shown by actual measurements. 


The natural beauties of, the lake will 


not be interfered with and it is not 
the purpose or intention of engineers Lo 
interfere with private rights- 
along 


the lake shores.

CHEAP SOCIALIST ARGUMENT

OME of. the socialist papers seem to use very litUe 
good sense In advocating some of the reforms tha'c 


a great many of the modern reformers are Interested in. 
They are so Indoctrinated that -they endeavor to fit con- 
ditions to their theory, regardless of whether it can be 
made to fit or. not. For instance, one of their papers says: 
"Australia has opened a public brick yard and reduced 
the price of brick to $2.20 per thousand, while the brick 
combine's price is ?10." 


A socialist asks that we now note closely, and he 


thinks he can show us the difference between capitalist 
public ownership and the kind proposed by the socialists. 
In this case the price of brick was reduced to the small 
capitalist, and he saved nearly $8 per thousand. The man 
who made the brick — the workingman — got a very little 
increase in wages, if he got anything at all. Socialist' pub- 
lic ownership would have given the man who makes brick 
$10 per thousand for the making, less the actual cost 
of mud and other incidentals. In this case the $S would 
have gone to the bricknmker instead of the small capi- 
talist. Now, says our socialist ' friend, can you see the 
point. 


We rather think we can see the point, but not exactly 


as the writer intended. The idea seems to be that in such 
a manufactory all the profits should be divided up with 
the few operatives, instead of giving the public, as owner, 
most of them. Suppose such a thing should be tried in the 
steel trust, coal mines and most other such great corpor- 
ations. It would soon build up a rich class of workers — if 
they continue to work — not so much less opulent and ar- 
bitrary than the owners are now. It really appears as 
though such a paragraph could only have been written 
by some socialist grafter and demagogue to mislead the 
ignorant and gather him in by allurements of wonderful 
returns for his labor. As a usual thing the socialist is an 
intelligent and thinking man, but not all of them, and in 
some places there is a tendency to resort to the cheap ar- 
guments and allurements like the above, which do a 
thousand fold more harm than good. If public ownership 
comes in the way of any of these great industries it will 
be worked out in its details, not. by the agitators in the 
papers, but by men of common sense and executive abil- 
ity, 
in such ways and methods as to be most nearly just 


to the greatest number. 1"he agitators, by their voices and 
pens, are doing good and useful work — such of them i'S 
are intelligent and honest. — .Utah State Journal. 


TOO MUCH GOLD 


W 


L. HAVERMAN of Cincinnati, a well known sta- 


• tisclcan and authority on the .production of pre- 


cious metals says there will be a greater production of 
gold in the United States this year than ever before in the 
history of the 'country, and that Nevada gives promise of 
outstripping all other states in the production of the yel- 
low metal. Generally speaking, he says there is an in- 
crease in the amount mined in every mining district 
where gold is found. 


"This outlook," continued Mr. Haverman, "has caused 


a great deal of comment in certain financial circles as to 
the effect the increase would have upon the value of gold 
and whether the standard will be lowered. Quite a number 
ot experts predict that this year the production of gold 
will be in excess of a. hundred million dollars, and that in 
1006 
It may run up to as high as $150,000,000. In 1902 the 


production of gold In the United States was $80,000,000, 
while in 1903 the output was about $74,000,000. The figures 
for 1901 are not yet available, but they will show a large 
increase, possibly greater than in 1902, which was a very 
prosperous year in mineral districts. 


"A great many people may believe that the great 


increase in the production of gold may result in its depre- 
ciation. It is true that any large increase in the productio/n 
of the yellow metal will effect the value of gold to the ex- 
tent of raising the prices of commodities, and thereby 
necessitating the use of more money to purchase things 
which now come at lower prices."

Scarcity of Watur Mains Results 


in $6,000 Fire on Riverside 


Heights 


Riverside Heights is badly In need 


of better water service for fire protec- 
tion. This fact was brought home In 
a costly manner yesterday afternoon 
when two handsome homes represent- 
ing in the neighborhood of $7000 were 
entirely destroyed, while the firemen 
stood by powerless to render effective 
aid. 


The fire started in the home of C. 


J. Anderson on California avenue. A 
light breeae soon fanned the flames to 
the home of Andrew Leitch. 
Within 


an hour both homes were a mass of 
smouldering embers. 


It was necessary to send In an alarm 


from the Riverside Hotel. Chief Web- 
ster had the department on the scene 
within five minutes, remarkably quick 
considering the long distance. 
The 


chemical engine had a stream on the 
blaze first, but the supply was soon ex- 
hausted. 
( 


A1 long stretch oC hose was required 


to convey the water to the flre. These 
two factors greatly handicapped the 
department. Even the Anderson barn, 
containing- harness, a new buggy and "a 
large amount of hay was entirely de- 
stroyed. 
A portion of the furniture 


from both homes was saved. 


Mr. Anderson Is probably the heav- 


iest loser, for in addition to the de- 
struction of his home, a fine nursery, 
representing the expenditure of a large 
sum of money and careful hard work, 
was also ruined. His loss will prob- 
ably amount to about $5000, with $1200 
insurance. 
The loss on the 
Leitch 


residence amounted to about $1600, In- 
cluding the household effects of the 
Nicholson family, who occupied the 
residence. 


The fire it is thought was caused 


by a defective flue. When discoversd 
it had gained considerable headway. 


As a result of the fire it is understood 


the city 'Will at once take steps to 
provide more fire plugs In the south- 
western portion of the city.

If you ask anyone where the throne 


of Great Britain Is to be found he -would 
at once teply without hesitation ""West 
minister Abbey." Ini one respect he 
•wouta be right, lor the thione on which 
British sovereigns ate now-crowned is 
to be found there, but, nevertheless, the 
ancient chair which we generally ac- 
cept as the British throne is not real- 
ly entitled to the honor. 


The original British throne Is to r>e 


seen in the market place of King'ston- 
on-Thames, and is the earliest throne 
England possessed for the coronation 
of its monarchs. 
II. was used by all 


the early monarchs, 
It was used by 


all the early English kings, though 't 
consists of nothing more than a plain 
slab of stone, chipped clown and worn 
with age and exposure to an ttntold 
number oC tempests 
It stands upon 


the site of the Saxon kings' Surrey 
palare, and the seven pillars com- 
memoiate the seve>n kings who were 
crowned there. In all probability this 
ancient stone would not have been rec- 
ognised as the Ei itish throne today, 
had it not been for a single incident. 
"When Edward t, cionqueied the Scots. 
In 12P7, he brought back to England 
the coronation stone whereon all the 
kings of Scotland had been crowned 
and which is known as the stone of 
Scone. There is a shroud of legend and 
romance about this; stone. It was 'be- 
lieved to have been the pillow of Jacob 
when he di earned hia vision of the lad- 
der to heaven at Bethel, but geologists 
have since proved that the stone is 
nothing more rom\ntic than a slab of 


sandstone,,'q'uarrled in the west of 
Scotland at some a^e^beyond the reacli 
of history, ahdSfpr^ some reason or 
other used for coronation purposes. 


Edward I., was of course, proud,, of 


his capture, and it is said thai he was 
lecrowned 'on the stone by his aimy 
after which (he brought the stone ~o 
London and had a chair of oak—origin- 
ally intended^ to be bronze—built on it 
and which he ordained sriould "be known 
as l.he only "British throne, upon which 
his successors should be crowned.. This 
is exactly what has happened, for, be- 
ginning with Edward II. all England's 
sovereigns have been* crowned in this 
chair, with the single exception of 
Mary Tudor. 
When 
Cromwell 
was 


crowned protector the throne was taken 
fiom the Abbey to "Westminster Hall, 
where the ceremony took place. 


Age, however, has made the chair so 


decrepit that before the jubilee of VJc- 
toiia it had to be repaired to make it 
stable 
At present it stands in thp 


Chapel of Edward the Confessor, at 
Westminster, and is covered with gold 
brocade on the occasions of the coron- 
ation, in order to hide the handiwork 
of vandals who have so disgracefully 
cut their initials and names in the 
tune-honored wood. 


But as time progressed there sprung 


up a need for other thrones which the 
monarch could see on the occasion of 
giea.1 state 
ceremonies. 
The 
most 


beautiful and the newest of all the 
Btitish thrones is to be found in the 
House of Lords, and which Is xised 
when the king opens parliament. It <s

the British thrones. It is carved com- 
pletely of ivory, and before it is :vn 
exquisitely carved ivory stool 
This 


throne is studded with a multitude of 
precious stones, 
diamonds, emeralds 


and rubles, set in gold, and. was pre- 
sented to England by one of the Princes 
of India. 


Finally, the throne at Buckingham 


Palace mu&'t "be counted among 
the 


seats of the mighty. It stands in the 
throne-room, which 
is an 
imposing 


chamber 06 feet long, but the chair it- 
self is of comparatively simple design. 
It is xised by the monarch at all stale 
ceremonies at the palace.

The City Council of the City of Reno 
Jo ordain: 
SECTION 
1. Every person, firm, 


corporation or association engaged in 
carrying: on, maintaining, pursuing, con- 
ducting or transacting, or that hereafter 
engages in, carries on, maintains,'pur- 
sues, conducts or transacts in the City 
of Ileno the trade, business, occupa- 
tion, calling 
or 
pursuit hereinafter 


named, shall obtain from said city arid 
shall pay therefor the license herein 
specified. 


SECTION 2. All licenses 
shall 
be 
taken out quarterly, monthly, weekly 
or daily, as provided herein and shall 
be paid for in advance. 


All licenses taken out pursuant to the 
requirements of this ordinance shall be 
posted and kept by the party or parties 
taking out the same in a conspicuous 
place or in or about the place of bus- 
iness of the person or persons, flrm or 
corporation who obtain the same, and 
on demand, during the usual hours of 
business, must be shown to the officer 
whose duty it is to collect such license, 
and the officer- whose duty it is to issue 
the same, 


_t SECTION 3. Any person, flrm, asso- 
ciation or corporation whose duty it 
It shall be under the requirements of 
this ordinance to take out a license who 
shall fail to do so at the time required, 
or within five days thereafter, shall pay 
as a- penalty for such delay one dollar 
in addition to the original amount of 
such license, and shall be liable to a 
civil action for the recovery thereof 
with costs, and to a criminal action 
wherein on conviction, he, she, they or 
it shall be fined in a sum not exceeding 
one hundred dollars or shall be im- 
prisoned In the city jail not to exceed 
fifty days, or both such fine and impiis- 
onment. 


"SECTION 4. All licenses provided by 
this ordinance to be procured, shall be 
printed in appropriate form with mar- 
ginal stub attached, stitched together, 
bound in books, and shall be so printed 
that on issuance the date, number, 
amount, class, business, trade, profes- 
sion licensed, and the name or names 
of the party or parties to whom tho 
license is granted, and the time for 
which the same was granted; and be- 
fore issuance they shall be signed by 
the Mayor, or in his absence or inabil- 
ity to act, by the Mayor pro tern, and 
countersigned by the City Clerk. 
SECTION 5. The City 
Clerk shall 
make diligent inquiry and examination 
as to all persons in the city liable to 
pay for licenses as provided in this or- 
dinance, and he is hereby empowered, 
and it shall be his duty to require each 
person to make a statement under oath 
or affirmation of the amount of busi- 
ness which he or the flrm of which he 
is a member or for which he is agent 
or attorney, or the association or cor- 
poration of which he is President, Sec- 
retary or Managing or Resident Agent, 
have done or transacted during the last 
preceding month or quarter, as Hie 
case may be, in order to carry out the 
provisions of this ordinance. 
The City Clerk shall keep in his office 


B. set of books to be called the "City 
License Registry," in which he shall 
enter the name or names of all parties 
to whom he issues licenses, the busi- 
ness, trade or profession licensed, the 
time for which such license holds good, 
the date of their issue and expiration, 
and the amount received therefor, and 
he shall exhibit such book to the City 
Council of said city whenever required 
to do so. 


SECTION 6. The City Auditor shall 
keep an accurate account in a suitable 
book kept by him for that purpose, to 
be called the City License Book of all 
licenses issued to the City Clerk, the 
quarter, month, week or clay, as the 
case may be, for which issued, and the 
amount thereof. The City Clerk shall, 
on the first Monday of each month, 
return to the City'Auditor all unused 
licenses received by him, and the City 
Auditor shall give the City Clerk credit 
for the same, and with the amount of 
all moneys paid by the City Clerk to 
the City Treasurer upon exhibit of the 
,proper receipt therefor which the city 
Clerk shall take and deliver to the City 
Auditor, and the City Auditor shall, 
upon obtaining the receipts of the City 
Treasurer for the city funds as paid 
to him, charge the City Treasurer with 
the amount of money so receipted 
for, The City Auditor shall submit said 
city license book to the City Council of 
said city and make abstracts and de- 
tailed statement whenever requested to 
do so by the City Council. 


SECTION 7. It shall be the duty of 
the City Clerk to report to the City 
Council all parties who have failed to 
take out licenses, as required by this 
ordinance, as soon as such party or 
parties shall have been delin'quent five 
days, and thereupon the City Council 
may instruct the City Attorney to insti- 
tute civil proceedings to recover the 
amount of such delinquency, with one 
dollar thereon added, as penalty, to- 
gether with costs of suit, but such civil 
proceeding's shall not be a bar to the 
criminal action in this ordinance pro- 
vided for, 
' 


SECTION 8. The City Clerk, Chief of 
Police, Assistant Chief o£ Police and 
regularly appointed and legally quail- 
fled policemen of said city shall see 
that the requirements of this ordinance 
are rigidly complied with. If the City 
Clerk, Chief of Police or any other offi- 
cer herein specified shall, by willful fail- 
ure to perform the duties herein im- 
posed, cause the loss to said city of any 
sum of money which might and should 
have been collected, he shall forfeit such 
sum to said city. 


SECTION 9. The licenses required by 
this ordinance shall be as herein pro-' 
ded, and shall be procured from said 
City Clerk, and paid for as hereinafter 
provided.

of cowboys, who were to participate 
in the "rough riding" exercises at the 
fair grounds Saturday afternoon in- 
tended to resort to what they claim as 
a brutal and barbarious exhibition. The 
society was informed

chickens were to be suspended by the 
legs in the air and that the cowboys 
wei e to ride at break neck speed past 
the hanging fowl and grab feathers 
from its plump breast. 


Should anything of this kind be at- 


tempted the officers of the humane so- 
ciety will see that summary steps are 
taken to punish the oftendeis.

Forty speciments of ore, made a 


part of the Nevada state exhibit at St. 
Louis exposition, and valued at hun- 
dreds of dollars, are missing. 


Yesterday when Secretary Dockham 


of the Nevada Chamber of Commerce 
unpacked 
the boxes 
containing the 


Nevada mineral exhibit he found forty 
of the lot of specimens sent to St. 
Louis missing. A thorough search was 
made, but none of the missing samples 
of the pi'ecious ore could be located. 


While it would be a difficult matter 


to determine the exact intrinsic value 
of the missing specimens, it is certain 
that they run almost to $1000 and per- 
haps to a sum much in excess of that. 
Without exception the, specimens were 
all fine big samples of ore taken from 
the greatest mines of the state. IProm 
the 
,A arious mines of the Comstock 


group, as well as the Tonopah and 
southern Nevada mines were assem- 
bled the choicest specimens to be found 
for the inspection of the thousands, of 
interested visitors at 
the great ,St. 


Louis exposition. 


Secretary Dockham is at a loss to 


understand how the specimens became 
lost, as 'they should have been securely 
packed in the boxes with the balance 
of the Nevada exhibit. He is of the 
opinion that they were stolen at St. 
Louis and melted up for what values 
could be obtained from them. 


Aside from the intrinsic value of the 


display, considerable money and time 
was spent in collecting it and assemb- 
ling it In this city preparatory 
10 


sending it to St. Louis. 


Mr Dockham has written to 
St. 


Louis, in hopes that if the mossing 
specimens have been lost that he may 
be able to recover them. He is strong- 
ly inclined to the opinion however that 
they were stolen.
